"I do not want to 
e in prison," he said, "if I could only 
it out I would lead a different and 
etter life than I did before." 
The killing of Carson was not the 
nly grave offense charged against Wil- 
am Crance. Thirty years ago he shot 
aiah Covault, the sheriff of Wells 
ninty, inflicting a wound which made 
iat gentleman bedfast for nearly a 
iar and came near causing his death. 


B near as the writer, who was a wit- 
ess to the shooting, can recall to mem- 
y the exciting scene, the particulars 
e as follows 
One evening in June, 1804, William 
ranee and his brother drove into 
luffton, coming from the north. 
The 


rother alighted at the store of Samuel 
oodyear, went in and purchased a 
lirt for $2. In payment he gave the 


merchant a $10 bill and received $8 


change. He then jumped into the 


uggy, where William sat, and they 
rove rapidly through the town without 
;opping. 
It was dusk and Mr. Goodyear had 
ot yet lighted his store. The hurried 
eparture of the strangers and their 
.range actions while at his store ex- 
led suspicious in Mr. Goodyear's 


mind that all was not right and he 


ghted a lamp and examined the $10 
reenback he had 
received 
from 


ranee. It was counterfeit. Mr. Good- 
ear hastened to the sheriff 'a office and 
old his story and in a few minutes 
heriff Covault and a posse, mounted 
n horses, started in pursuit of the 
lleged counterfeiters. Taey overtook 
:iem two miles south of the town, on 
he Camden road. The Crance boys 
eigned surprise when the sheriff or- 
ered them to turn about and retrace 
boir steps, but they obeyed with 
coming willingness. Just south of 
he city limits there was a wheat field, 
nd when the party reached it, William 
prang from the buggy, leaped the high 
ail fence and started across the field at 
t a rapid pace. The sheriff com- 
manded him to halt, but he sped on 
nd the posse fired upon him. One of 
he bullets struck Crance in the back 
,nd lodged in his lungs. Then he 
topped, drew his own revolver and 
walked leisurely towards the pursuers, 
iring three shots as he went. The 


se was not slow in getting out of the 


way and William climbed over the 
ence and seated himself upon a stump 
where

His first shot was effective 


the ball striking Sheriff Covault in the 
abdomen and passing entirely through 
lis body. He was badly wounded, but 
le kept his seat in the saddle and rode 
down to his residence, where, as statec 
above, he was confined for nearly a 
year. A crowd soon gathered, Crance 
was disarmed and placed in his buggy 


and, 
with his brother, was driven to 


the county jail 
His wife and his ngc< 


father were 
summoned from their 


borne, a few miles south of this city, to 
bis bedside and the meeting was a 
most affecting one. Mrs Crance re 
mained with her husband and carefully 
nursed him, A few weeks after tin 
shooting she persuaded the authorities 
to remove the wounded man to th 
Exchange hotel, where a guard wa 
placed over him. But one night, whei 
the guard was lax in his duty, Mr. am 
MIF France made their escape throug! 
a back window which opened out upo 
a shed roof, and they were never cap 
tured nor heard from until they turne 
up at Sheldon some eight or ten yeai 
later. The brother was tried and con 
victed and sentenced to seven years i 
the penitentiary. In the wheat fiel 
where Crance stopped to retrace h 
steps after being shot, Was found, the 
next morning, a roll of money, and 
some or all of it wa* pronounced coun- 
terfeit.

When 
she was in this stale she watched, fol- 
lowed and talked to me, and then 
when her spirit returned to her body 
she claimed to know nothing about it. 
I couldn't stand it any longer and I 
came to Chicago last Tuesday, but the 
spirit came with roe, watching and 
talking to me. I have been wandering 
through the streets since Tuesday, but 
she wouldn't leave and people thought 
I was drunk. They couldn't see her, 
but I could, and when I reached the 
bridge I saw her right out in the mid- 
dle of the river and I thought I 
couldn't let her drown.' " 


The unfortunate man is well known 


in this city. He worked for Perry N 
DeHaven up to the 1st of March, when 
he got on a big spree and quit. 
Later 


he sobered up and worked for the 
Rabus bi others, but was discharged not 
long ago as he was tpo dissipated in his 
habits. It is said that the man has 
been under the influence of liquor 
almost constantly for six months past 
He went to Chicago a week or so ago 
and was no doubt suffering from de- 
lerium tremens when he jumped into 
the river last night. 


His wife is not a spiritualist; on the 


contrary, she is a very excellent woman 
and seldom leaves her home.

Electric Country Koads. 


The problem of local transportation 


for the farmer may yet be settled by 
electricity. From the city of Seattle, 
an electric line runs for several miles 
through a region of small farms and 
vegetable gardens, -whose products it 
brings to the city. In Madison county, 
Ind., a franchise has been granted for 
the construction of an electric railway, 
which will run from Indianapolis to 
Jonesboro, and traverse a rich agricul- 
tural district. 
In the east the use of 


thii means of transportation for the 
farmers is rapidly increasing. It has 
been found, where the experiment has 
been made, that the traffic pays, in a 
short time, for the building of the road 
and that they are of the greatest con- 
venience to the agricultural classes. 
The muddy and impassable roads which 
house up a large proportion of the 
American farmers during the winter 
season are responsible, in a large meas- 


ure, for the discontent which prevails 
among the tillers of the soil. They in- 
terfere with the freedom of the farmer 
at the only time when he has leisure to 
go about, and are costly and wasteful. 
Even the trolley may be forgiven if it 
results in emancipating the people of 
the rural districts from the curse of bad 
roads.

Tho current of the 
river drove the water into the tnbo 
higher and higher nutil at length it 
readied tho top aud was poured into a 
c.ui.il that conveyed it inland and made 
it irrigate tho crops. That was one of 
the fiist recorded instances of the utiliza- 
tion of nature's n>(.cJ4aiiical forces. 
It 


may turn out yet lh.lt Archimedes had 
tho seed of au idea which will develop 
more mechanical foico throi all our in- 
ventors have been able to do in mod- 
em times. It is truo wo have eteam 
and electricity, but at a waste of 90 per 
cent of the power furnished. Mechanic- 
al genius will probably have to go back 
to something like the ancient Archime- 
dian screw to get power enough to run 
all the machinery of the world. 


Inventors aro turning seriously to tho 


problem of getting mechanical power 
fiom tho cuneuts of tides ami riveis, 
turning that into electricity, conveying 
the current to wherever it is wanted, and 
thus doing uvtuy ui> oue stroke witli coal 
anil steam. Already the beginning has 
been made at Niagara, where tnrbiue 
wheels turned by the great fall leceive 
the power and transfer it to dynamos. 
On tho success of this undertaking per- 
haps depends the revolution of our pies- 
eut modes of obtaining mechanical 
power. 


Engineers say there is nothing me- 


chanically impossible ill tho matter of 
tapping tho currents of rivers and tho 
ocean tides and getting from theni pojv- 
ei enough to do eveiythiiig at present 
accomplished by steam, coal and gas. 
Tho transformation that would take 
place in the modern city can hardly be 
painted by tho wildest imagination. 
The only tiling iu tho way of working 
this miracle of science is at present the 
want of capital. It would require per- 
haps $100,000,000 to establish a plant 
iaige enough to get the power from tho 
onriciit which pours through Hell Gate 
between New York city and Brooklyn. 
Tho horsepower thus to bo obtained is 
dazzling when reduced to figures. 
Transformed into electricity, it would 
light and heat every b'uiluiug in tho two 
cities, run all tho surface aucl elevated 
cars aud all the factories besides. 


A Poultry Revolution. 


li'cw chicken raisers aro aware of the 


great change in tho poultry business 
that has been wrought in tho past five 
years. Tho dressed beef industry was 
the cause of it 
From slaughtering cat- 


tlo and shipping sides of meat ill refrig- 
erator cars grew tho plan also of killing 
and dressing chickens, geese, turkeys 
and ducks and shipping them by tho 
carload to the people who eat them. It 
is another sign of the tendency to cou- 
toliilalo industry into groat co-operativo 
centers at the close of the nineteenth 
century. 


A beef packing company havo at Kan- 


sas City a plant for the slaughtering 
Mid dressing of poultry by wholesale on 
scientific principles. The birds are ship- 


ped, 
uniform in appearance, carefully 


dressed and packed, to all parts of tho 
Union. Bos-ton, we learn, is most par- 
ticular about her fowls. They must be 
dressed with heads off and feet on or 
Boston will only buy them under pro- 
test, paying less by 6 ceutsa pound than 
where they aro finished her way. 


Kansas anil northwestern and south- 


western Missouri are becoming the great 
poultry laioing sections of the Union. 
Agents of tho packing company travel 
among the people and buy their birds, 
shipping the same by the carload to the 
slaughtering factory in Kansas City. In 
the busy season two to sis carloads a 
clay aro handled at the factory. No p: 't 
of a fowl killed and dressed there ia 
lost. The fertilizing vats take what can-1 


not be used elsewhere. 


Mr. H. H. Wilson writes in Tho 


Ouited Service Magazine that the 
world's next great naval battle will last 
just 10 minutes a«cl uo more. First the 
fehips will approach each other at tho 
rato of 28 knots an hour, and there will 
be au end on attack which will last 2% 
to 3 minutes. The forward compart 
meats of the vessels will be blown away 
in a "terrible blast of fire." "Melinite 
shells, poured from guns firing smoke 
less powder, will wreck all parts of tho 
ship outside tho heavy armor." Tho 
melinite fumes aro suffocating. 
The 


electric lights will be extinguished in 
that awful three minutes, and the in- 
side of the ship will bo in Egyptian 
darkness.

6, 1850, and with his parents removed

9. Jesus, having loft Judtca to go Into 


Galilee, in passing through Samaria Btops1 
to teat at Jacob's well. If tho sixth hour 
of verso 0 is tho same aa the eixth hour of 
chanter xlx, 14, it was 8 o'clock ki the 


morning when Jesus, resting on th$ well, 
meets the woman of Suuinria who had 
como out to draw v atcr and nsbs her to 
givo Him to drink. This verso isthowoni- 
an's first, response to His request. 


10. His reply is that if sho knew who 


flsKed her, c^ en tho gift of God, she would 
ha\o OTkul Van for living water. If sho 
Imd ever read tho Seripturcs and memo- 
rized Jer. li, IS, she might now have 
thought of tho words of tho Lord, ''They 
lm\ e forsaken iue, the fountain of living 
\\ulurb." 


11. As in tho case of Nicodeinus, Ho is 


talking with » natural person who cannot 
understand spiritual thing-,. Sho cau only 
think of this deep -nell aud this water hy 
Vihieh they now ore. But sho who won- 
dered that ft Jew should a&k anything of 
her is now asking something of Him for 
already Ho has interested her iu a water 
she knows llot of. 


13. Phe knows something of Jacob and 


tho story of this well aud begins to speak 
of what sho knows. Sho calls him "our 
father Jacob" and acknowledges him as a 
great man, tho giver of this well from 
which he aud his had drunk, but she doe£ 
not know tho God of Jacob. 


111. Jesus does not tako up tho question 


of the comparative greatness of Himself 
and Jacob, but keeps to His subject and 
the woman's real need, which is living 
wntor. Th6 woman knew that while this 
was n good well and good water sho had to 
como again and again, because of her 
and others' need, but perhaps sho had 
sometimes thought of aud felt a deeper 
thirst than that of the body. 


14. Here is surely something strange™ 


a wator that will keep one from ever 
thirsting, because it will boa well in thorn, 
over springing up, and twice iu a single 
sentence He speaks of it as "tho water 
which ho will give." Ho had asked her 
for water, but lie has wator to givo that 
she knows not of. Paul tells us that tho 
rock fiom which Israel drank in tho wil- 
derness was Christ (I Cor. i, 4), aud the 
sorno spirit sitys that if Israel had only 
hearkened ro God Ho would have satisfied 
them with houey from the rock (Ps. Ixxxl, 
13, 16). 


15. Sho is not interested enough to ask 


Him for this water, but only in order to 
savo her making journeys to this well 
for her daily need. Sho thinks of noth- 
ing yet beyond tho uatuial water for tho 
need of the body, for sho is still carnal, 
and tho natural man is wholly occupied 
with, "How shall I obtain somewhat to 
eat aud drink and wear?" Jesus said 
elsewhere how to muko suro of those with- 
out auy ansious*cnro (Math, vi, 31-83). 


lli. In order to make her sea her need 


of tho living water which Ho longs to 
give her, Ho will now show her herself, 
and therefore this request. There is no 
sending for tho physician till wo know 
that we are sick- there is no sense of n 
need of righteousness better than our own 
till wo tec that our own is fllthy rags. 
Therefore the Spirit's first work is to con- 
vince of sin (John xvi, 8, 9). 


17. Her conscience is aroused; she haa 


her attention called to her manuer of life. 
What wo aro is manifested in what wo do. 
Yet she would hide from Him ifslie could, 
for it is tho garden of Eden story o'er and 
o'er again. The guilty arc afraid and 
seek to hide from God. 
By her answer, 


which was truo, sho would cover up if sho 
could the r^al truth. But covering sm 
will not prosper. It is only by confession 
and forsaking that wo obtain mercy (Prov. 
xxviii, 13). 


18. The eyes of flro now search her 


through and through, for all things tiro 
naked aud open to tho eyes of Him with 
whom wo have to do (Hob. iv, 13; JRev, ii, 
18, 33) 
There is nothing hid which shall 


not bo manifested (Mark iv, 38). Bo suro 
your sin will find you out (Num. xsdi, 
S3). O Lord, Thou host searched me atid 
known me and art acquainted with all 
my ways (Ps. czsxix, 14). 


10. Having seen herself in all her sin- 


fulness, sho now looks upon Him with a 
new light, for the light from Him had 
shone upon her. Like Isaiah, sho has scon 
her nucleannoss, because she has looked 
upon tho King (Isii. vi, 0). Job had heard 
of Him, but when ho looked upon Him 
then ho abhorred himself (Job xlii, B, 0). 


SO. Yet sho wou)d evade tho main issue 


by a question of place, like those who when 
shown their foinfulness would turn it off 
by saying, I do not belong to your church, 
or, Which church do you think is the right 
one? or by a controversy as to what va- 
rious people believe. 


21. Ho discards all question of place and 


holds her face to face with God. It is not 
a question of what the f athcrs did or taught 
or believed, but only a question of what 
the I'ather commands. There are creeds 
many and churches many, so called, but 
only ono God, tho Father of all, who is 
above all and through all and in all (Eph. 
iv, 6). 


28. This saying, "Salvation is of tho 


Jews," along with, "Salvation is of tho 
Lord" (Jonah ii, !)), includes tho whole 
story of whom to worship, for God has 
chosen Israel as tho people who arc to Ull 
tho earth with fruit, and Jerusalem as His 
throne, and Jesus of tho tribe of Ju'dah 
to sit on that throne (Iso. sivii, 6; Jer. 
iii, 17; Luke i, 33, 83; Heb. v!i, 14). ' 


23. God, the Father, has revealed Him- 


self iu Christ, for God was in Christ (II 
Cor. v, JO), and Jesus said, "Ho that hath 
seen mo bath scon tho Father" (John jciv, 
9). It is not tho fathers we are to wor- 
ship, nor saints nor angels, but only tho 
Father, revealed in Christ. Ho is the 
way and lias said, "No man Cometh unto 
tho I'ather but by me." 


84. No outvord form of worship can bo 


acceptable to God. 
It must bo from tho 


heart in tho power of the Spirit. Even tho 
sacrifices commanded in the law became 
vaiu oblations when they became n m6re 
form (Isa i, 11-14). A worship that is 
taught by the precept of incn or is merely 
a Up worship, while the heart goeth after 
covctousncss, is abomination to God (Iso. 
ssls, 13, 14; Ezek. isxiii, 31, 32). 


Su. Once more sho tries to ovado the Is- 


sue by saying, "When Christ comes, He 
will tell us." 


20. By this word of Christ tho contro- 


versy is ended. There stands before this 
woman tho "I Am" of tho law and the 
prophets, and tho oho question cow is, 
Will sho accept Him or reject Him? She 
accepted Him as tho Christ (verse Dii), and 
through her testimony many more believ- 
ed in Him as the Christ, the Saviour of 
the world (versos 89-42).

The now brotherhood was organized 


very carefully and with duo regard to 
tho pciformiuico of effective work. Its 
membois, though all at first from tho 
oneBibloclass and of tho Episcopal faith, 
were of various walks in lifo—physi- 
cians, lawyers, clerks, merchants, me- 
chanics—bnt all youug and earnest. 
They adopted a badge aud set abont 
their self appointed task witli a will. 


Alindful of tho mandate, ' 'Forget not 


tho assembling of yourselves together," 
thoy sought to impress tho necessity of 
church attendance upon all with whom 
they came iu contact, confining their 
efforts to tho winning of youug men. 
One brotherhood man who had a friend 
in view went so far as to change a pleas- 
ant for nu unpleasant boiudiii^ house so 
that he might bo near tho object of his 
solicitous care. It is stated that tho 
young man was won. 


It was not long before tlio pews of 


the parish church that was headquarters 
of tho Brotherhood of St. Andrew began 
to fill with youug men, whereas thoy 
had before been conspicuous mainly be- 
cause of theii absence. Then tho news 
of tho new departure began to spread, 
and presently inquiries were made by 
devout young men of other parishes 
looking to the establishment therein of 
similar brotherhoods. So the brother- 
hood grow and multiplied, and iu lb'86 
there were enough brotherhoods to mako 
it wortli while to hold a convention. It 
was uot a largo gathering, but it- was a 
ferveut one, and its plain talks, straight 
from tho heart, detailing experiences of 
brotherhood men in their work among 
their fellows, wero of groat valne iu 
strengthening and enlightening those 
who were present. When it waa over, 
they wont out foitified in their deter- 
mination uot to ' 'count all men breth- 
ren, " but for each to "count every man 
his brother." Conventions since that 
timo havo been held in Now York, 
Cleveland, Philadelphia, St. Louis, Boi- 
tou and Detroit in the order named. 
Tho attendance at these gatherings has 
been quite a thousand in number for 
two or three years now, and it ia ex- 
pected that it will be still larger at 
Washington. It will include a large 
delegation from Canada, for tho brother 
hood was hoard of there some time ago 
nud has made for itself a foothold in 149 
parishes, witli over 2,000 members. 


In Scotland tho society flourishes, a

In 1S73 the London firm of Morton, 


lioso & Co. was appointed tho financial 
agent of tho United States. In 1878 
Mr. Morton began his active political 
career. Ho was elected to congress by a 
largo majority from tho Eleventh dis- 
trict of New York, which had previously 
been Democratic, and was re-elected by 
an incieased majority in 1880. Presi- 
dent Garfield appointed him United 
States minister to Franco in 1881, and 
he served in that capacity until Presi- 
dent Cleveland was inaugurated in 1883. 


During his residence in Franco ho 


secured tho removal of the ban against 
American pork, procured the recognition 
of American corporations drove the 
first rhet in the Bartholdi statue of 
"Liberty Enlightening tho World" and 
accepted tho completed statue for the 
United States in 1884. In 1888 ho was 
elected vice president by tho Bepubhc- 
ans. His inauguration occurred March 
4, 1889, and since his retirement he has 
devoted himself to his pidvate business. 
Ho is tho only living cx-vico president.

The now executive and state library 


building of Pennsylvania, at Harris- 
burg, is rapidly neaiing completion. 
The executive building proper ig 120 
'ect long by 100 feet deep and is con- 
itructed of Green river limestone from 
Kentucky. It ia of Italian renaissance 
stylo and is connected with the fireproof 
ibrary building by a hall or room 50 
feet square. The first floor id to ho de- 
voted to tho uses of the state treasurer, 
auditor general, lieutenant governor anc 
.esscr officials, whose rooms aro finishec 
ii qnarteiod oak. 


On tho second floor tho governor has 


a suit of five rooms, including a private 
office and a handsome reception room.

Whether It Does or Xot, It Is Mkely to

The library building is 147 feet long 


by 50 feet broad aud is built in tho 
form of a cross sot ou a square pedestal. 
The building is constructed throughout 
of iron, brick and stono and is as near 
fireproof as man's ingenuity can mako 
it. Theie are 64 alcoves for books, and 
when each is unoccupied it can ho shut 
oft' from the others by a wrought iron 
screen, Eacli alcove will he furnished 
with tables and chairs, and tho books 
will bo arranged aecoiding to subjects, 
so that they may bo easily found. Tho 
lighting is by electricity, while steam 
furnishes tho heat. All the doors open- 
ing on tlio main hallway are of mahog- 
any, and tho hardware is of antique 
bronze. On the frie/.o over the doorway 
of the executhe building are carved por- 
traits of Meade, Fiankliu, Pcmi, Wayne 
and Miillin, and the hall, stairway and 
gallery of this building are extremely 
artistic. 


Work on tho building was commenced 


Oct. 17, 1893, aud is to bo completed in 
a year. Over 2, 000, 000 bricks, tiuO, 000 
pounds of iron and 7,000,000 pounds of 
stone have been used in tho construc- 
tion of tho building. The building will 
cost $478, 000. 


COXGRESSIOSAL COLD TEA. 


tea producing nations. As a matter of 
faet, there is little for the consumers of 
any bnt tho cheapest grades of tea to 
worry about A few years ago it would 
have been diffcient. 
Time has been 


when if you could not get tea from 
China or Japan yon could not gel it any- 
where. Now, thanks to British enter- 
prise 'and the fostering care of a strong 
government, British planters aro raising 
tea in India and Ceylon that is quite 
equal to the bc'-t iihed by the little men 
with oblique- eyos aud yellow skins. 
Some connoisseurs say better. 


It was in 1881 that tho cultivation of 


tea was begun in Coylon, and it was in 
tho same year that Indian tea, first cul- 
tivated sonfo time previously, began to 
bo rccogni/cd as an important factor in 
the world's tea markets. In that year 
Great Britain, among whoso people only 
Indian tea down to that timo had been 
offered for sale, consumed 113,000,000 
pounds of Chinese tea and 48,000,000 of 
Indian. In 1893 the figures were more 
than turned upside do« n, the consump- 
tion of Chinese tea in Great Britain 
having fallen to 80,000,000 and that 
planted in Ceylon aud India under Brit- 
ish auspices having increased tp 170,- 
000,000 pounds. Not only has the quan- 
tity of tho British article increased ev- 
ery year, bnt clue attention has been 
paid to quality and price, the former 
having continuously risen and the latter 
as steadily fallen. 


Thus in 1881 Indian tea was sold by 


tho growers for 1 shilling and 5 pence 
a pound, or about 35 cents, while in 
1803 its average price was 9^[ ponoe, 
or about 18^ cents, and tho Chinese 
toagrowers havo had either to reduce 
their piices to suit or lose tho market. 
They have done both to some extent. As 
has been shown, the cream of tho Brit- 
ish sales havo slipped away from thorn, 
and they havo put tho price of their 
cheapest tea laisod in the Ainoy districts 
down so low that it is sold at auction in 
Now York at fiom 13 to 15 cents a 
pound. This tea will not increase in 
piice if tho war continues long, but it 
will disappear fiom tho market, the 
effect, of course, being the same to con- 
sumers, who will he obliged to buy in 
its stead tho higher priced Indian and 
Ceyloueso tea. Perhaps, too, there will 
bo adulteration, for, although tea cannot 
bo adulterated as readily as coffee, wil- 
low and other leaves aio sometimes 
mixed with tea leaves successfully, and 


j the scarcity of the real thing at low 
prices will be a temptation, no doubt, 
which some unscrupulous dealers will 
not struggle against very strongly. 


It was not until last year that tho In 


diau and Ceyloueso planteis made seri- 
ous offoit-s to capture any market save 
those of Great Britain and her colonies. 
Tho British market is by long odds tho 
richest m tho world. The English con 
snnie tea with even greater avidity than 
tho French consume coffee. Tea is tho 
mainstay of all Britons. They drink it 
in season and out of season—men, worn 
en and children, rich and poor, high 
and low. An American business mai 
who opened a branch office iu London a 
few years ago aud sot a staff of clerks 
at woik told me the other day of a curi 
ons experience ho had shortly after lit 
opened his doors in tho British me-trop 
ohs. For tho first two or three days ho

eady. Upon tho tea thoy then pour 
•cry hot water from a little teapot. The 
teoping tea is then covered with a san- 
er aud allowed to remain throe or four 
minutes 
Then tho Chinaman dexter- 


y picks np the cup aud the sancer 


with the outspread fingers of his hand, 
md with a skill not easily imitated by 
ho Caucasian pours the amber liquid 
rain tho cup in which it has been 
teepcd, without removing the saucer, 
nto the tiniest of thiuibio tups. 


Tho amount of water placed upon the 


«a is regulated by tho number of peo- 
plu who ore to drink it, and when their 
ittle caps have been filled tho grounds 
m tho large cup should be drained, and 
more water is placed upon them when 
ho small cups are ready to be replen- 
ished. 


It is the common belief that tea was 


ntioduced into England from Holland 
n 1003. Its price was then about $50 a 
pound, and uatarally only the very rich 
oonld afford to drink it. Every one has 
read the stories that are told of the Eng-

jsli first nsiuR tea somewhat after the 
fashion of "greens." They thought the 
tea leaves wero oaten by tho Chinese, 
and thoy tried to do Iho same thing. 
Similar stories are also told of the first 
use of tea in the American colonies a 
few years, later, and the honse in which 
the first American attempt to eat tea 
leaves was made was pointed out to the 
writer near the line of tho Now York 
and New Haven railroad in Connecticut 
a few years ago. It was a very flno speci- 
men of colonial architecture, and it had 
been preserved with groat caro by sev- 
eral generations of tho old Puritan fam- 
ily when I saw it. Unfortunately it has 
since been burned to the ground, having 
taken fire from a spark sot adrift by a 
passing locomotive. 


In 1883 an attempt was made by tho 


United States government to foster the 
growth of tea iu America. It had been 
found as early as 1804 that tea could be 
raised in. South Carolina, and it was 
there that the government attempts 
were wade in 1883.' These attempts 
wero not highly successful, bnt they 
weio ranowed last year and may possi- 
bly result in something of a success by 
and by. 


Tho people of the United States are 


somewhat like the French in their pref- 
oreuce for coffee over tea, a preference 
which is growirig anurinlly. lu 188S 
83,044,547 pounds of tea, or 1.40 pel- 
capita, wero used in this country, whilo 
of coffee 408,510,773, or 0. SI per cap- 
ita, were consumed. In 1892 the'con- 
sumption of tea was 89,610,741, or 1.87 
per capita, while that of coffee was 
623,769,050, or 9.54 per capita. .Fifty 
per cent of tho tea imported in 1892 
cnmo from China, 42 por ctiiit fiom 
Japnu and 8 por cent from India arid 
Ceylon. Tho planters of the British col- 
onies will undoublodly make n great ef- 
fort to secure a much larger proportion 
of tho American business. In fact, they 
drove tho entering wedgo at tho World's 
fair last year, where1 the exhibition of 
their teas attracted very general atten- 
tion. Tho oriental war will no doubt 
servo as a massive hammer to drive the 
thin wedgo home. 


A good deal more might be said about 


tea, especially "cold tea," both of the 
congressional variety and the genuine 
thing. The 5 o'clock tea, too, is always 
a fruitful topic when intrusted to a 
competent Jenkins. So also are the va- 
rious pink teas, Babylonian teas, Russian 
teas and other mild entertainments 
which yon, young man, are likely to 
attend if your own best girl is one of 
tho attractions, but nob otherwise.

Tom (Vu \\ m, stati«maii, wit and philoso- 
pher, lived, siud where ho is buried, ev- 
ery day sc'ctns to bring forth a new Btory 
characteristic of tho mail or giving a 
new idea of his great abilities and inner- 
most ambitious. 


Hon. Koboit G. Corwin, a consm, 


now au old mini, fallowed me recently a 
letter-mitten to him by Corwin wheu 
the ex-go^ eiuor was minister to Mexico. 
It is :» remaikalilo epistlo and has never 
befoio bcun published. 


In it L'orwm vaites that he is tired 


f tho Mexican mi&bioii and is about to 
resign and irturu home, as he afterward 
did. He wrote tho following reason: "I 
am au old man, my bojlth is failing, 
and I must leturu homo to make a liv- 
ing. I am too old to make it practicing 
law, and I would like it if you would 
secure mo a district school to teach. 
Nor am I cu-ram that I oould do that. 
It may bo, if my health continues to 
Brow worse, that I may never reach old 
Lt'luuoii again. 
If I die on tho way, I 


want you to huut up tho spot whore my 
bones are buried and placo thereon a 
limestone monument. Put upon it tho 
following:

This, then, was Corwiu's idea of lia 


own epitaph. It sounds like tho discon- 
tent of a disappointed man, and I asked 
his venerable cousin the cause of it. ilo 
replied: 


"As tho rest of this letter and others 


show, Tom thought his lifo a failure. 
He was in latter days bewailirig tho fact 
that he had not lived to any grout pnr- 
poso imd blamed umch upon his wit." 


"Was he, like Webster and Clay, dis- 


appointed not to bo president?'' 


"No; I don't think ho ever had much 


ambition that way. 
His ambition was 


to bo rich. Ho always regretted that 
ho had to dio poor. Ho loft nothing savo 
a inoitgago on his hou.se, which was 
lifted by Judgo Georgo R Sago, hii 
son-in-law. When ho died at Washing- 
ton and was bmicd bore, I remembered 
tho letter about his epitaph and showed 
it to Do family. They did not consider 
it senouily, however, taking it as one 
of his grim, sarcastic jokes. 
Yet no 


doubt ho meant every word of it." 


Corwiu's grave was for many years 


unmarked, but now a plain granite shaft 
is over his ginvo iu the new cemetery, 
bearing only his name and that of hi-f 
wife, who died ill 187S, and the name of 
an only sou. 
Four daughteis survive— 


Mrs. Sage, now living in Cincinnati; 
Mrs. Bnrris of Jamestown, N. Y.; Mrs. 
Cropper, a widow, who lives in the old 
homestead with Katherinc C'orwiu, tho 
oldest daughter of all, but who since 
childhood has been a paralytic and a 
constant care. 


Corwin never could havo been a rich 


man. Ho rnado oiioimous earnings as a 
lawyer and was, not extravagant, but 
he was too liberal with his pen in en- 
dorsing notes, and security payments 
kept him poor. Quo day he vowed never 
to go security on another note. Tho 
very next day a request for such a favor 
camo in. His office was filled with meu 
who had heard him make such remarks, 
and they were stunned with surprise 
when ho signed tho paper without a 
word. When the happy man was gone, 
they all exclaimed in surprise: 
"Why, 


Corwin, what do yon mean? Don't yon 
remember what you said yesterday?" 


"Oh, yes, but I know this man can 


never pay the note, and I expect to do 
it. I'll not bejooled iu this case." 


That bespoke tho man. 
Ho remarked 


ouo day: "No man can become lich in 
mercantile business or any other follow- 
ing if he strictly iuteiprets and obeys 
tho lessons taught by Christ in tho BCI- 
mou on the mount. 
I try to do it, and 


no wonder I am poor." 


Yet ho oiico refused a kingdom and a 


crown—also a lot of tionble which went 
with it. 
Wheu Louis Kossuth, tho 


Hungarian patriot, was in America, ho 
became a great admirer of Corwiu. 
It 


was not altogether but at least fairly 
icciprocated. Koss>uth one day came to 
Convin and propoesd that he give up 
American statesmanship to become king 
of Hungary. 
Coiwm was told that all 


Hungary was hungry for just such a 
king as he would make, and that the 
nations of Europe would acquiesce in 
his favor. 
But Corwiu refused tho 


crown so persistently pressed upon him, 
saying that ho preferred "to bo a coun- 
try lawyer rather than the king of any 
country on earth." 


Corwiu always told hia intimate 


frionds that he wanted to dio suddenly. 
To drop dead was his choice and with 
no long, painful, suspeiisofnl illness. His 
favorite poet was Scott, and in speak- 
iug of death ho would often quote the 
lino beginning— 


Mine bo tbo death of tropic sun. 


There is no twilight iu tropical coun- 


tries, and night comes on suddenly as 
the sun flashes out of sight below tho 
horizon. 


CorWin was touched by tho death 


angel during n banquet at Washington, 
much like Secretary Wiiidom, like Cor- 
wiu, a secretary of tho treasury. Corwin 
fell into tho arms of Whitelaw Reid 
and Qarflold, who carried him from the 
room. Ho lingered in a comatose stato 
a few hours and died. His wish was 
granted, for his great soul passed pain- 
lessly into peace.

Tho rattle tlmvc all winter, aud in tho 
spring tlio cows nro iu liiie condition to 
turji out on tho raiigo. While the profit 
to tho cattlemen nucler this system may 
not ho quite to iarjo it is surer than 
under tho old lOgimo. 


Tho country about the Uto reservation 


between southern Colorado and New 
Mexico iiiloids tho greatest advantages [ 
for herding cattle in its alternating 
ranges auil in fho divisions which tlio 
uatmal lough foatmes of tho country 
rnako between these ranges. For years 
it has tustaiiicd laigo herds of cattle, 
and the cowboys have driven their herds 
back and forth across the reservation, 
which coml' tioii of affairs lias iu itself 
boeii a prolific source of trouble between 
•whites and Indians. The proposed reiei- 
vation for this tribe lien iu thu bouth- 
eastern corner of Utah. There are from 
50,000 to 100,000 head of stock here, 
the pioperty of foreign capitalists, who 
aio zealously fighting tho removal of 
'Jie Utes to this territory.

cattle. Ho is a type peculiar to tho 
country, rollicking, fighting, swagger- 
ing, fearing nothing.

"There are no 
ties, 110 restraints. We can do jest as 
wo pie ^0, and nobody cares. Sometimes 
I git tired of it nil and think I'll try 
pome other trade, but till ye've tried it 
ye don't know the pleasure of sleepin in 
the shadow of the Rockies, 011 the 
ground, under the stars," aud with n 
twiuklo in his eyes added, "uor the 
fun of ehootin out lights cither."

The shell wns fired at soft. St. Chamond 
plato at right angles, and the penetration 
. .as 10l/, inches Another shell penetrat- 
ed 10 inches. One shell was discharged 
at a G inch Harveyized pinto at an an- 
gle of ao degrees. Tho projectile passed 
through tho plate nud backing tind fell 
about '100 yards beyond, n performance 
whicli filled tho scientific expeita pres- 
ent with amazement. 


Fnithcr trials will bo made, but for
